Instead of. exalting Jesus, His 
death and resurrection, energies 
are now being diverted to 
manipulating the church for 
largely materialistic and 
socialistic aims; or on the part of 
those who take issue with this 
position, there is a tendency to 
leave the church because a 


particular plan or: line of 


reasoning has been voted down _ 


by ecclesiastical associates. ~ 


We should tell the story of Jesus, 
of. his redemptive love that 
brings exceding joy to those that 
obey him. We should not use 
gifts and talents that. are 
God-given expecting great 
dividends or some great seat of 
high honor and success from our 
hearers. But rather because Jesus 
said “‘Ye shall be my witnesses.” 
Our success depends on our 
faithfulness to the Lord and our 
willingness toexpound to the 
hearers the truth and leave the 
results entirely in God’s hands. 
‘No ‘man can come to me, 
except the Father which hath 
sent me draw him: and I will 
raise him up at the last day”’. St. 
John 6:44. 


Our main concern and 
responsibility as Christians 
should be to render. service, 
witness to and live for the one 
who has redeemed us. There are 
times when some who are 
divinely saved have adopted 
positions and attitudes that 
gravely confuse the seekers.

This dynamic messenger of the 


Lord came on strong by asking 


the soul-touching question, 
“Have you been magnetized?” 
His question was based on the 
scripture reading of Acts 1:8 
(But ye shall receive power, after 
that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you: and ye shall be 
witnesses unto me both in 
Jerusalem, and in all Judea, and 
in Samaria, and unto the utter 
most part of the earth); and St. 
John 12:32 (And I, if I be lifted 
from the earth, will draw all men 
unto me). 


He stressed that in being 
magnetized, one must really be 
fit to witness for the Lord. That 
a witness is one who testifies to 
what he has seen and/or 
experienced. He declared that 
Jesus is the true magnitizer. Dr. 
Lovett told us that we can 
become “‘spiritually magnitized” 
by receiving power after that the 
Holy Ghost is come upon us 
thereby enabling us to lift up 
Jesus and be true witnesses of 
Him to the world.

On Sunday evening Dr. Lovett 
spoke to us again.

Dr. Lovett also elaborated on 
the significance of the four great 
winds. The North which 
symbolizes testing of God the 
trials and tribulations that will 
blow our way; the South wind 
which symbolizes the goodness 
of God and how he backs us up 
to see us through our trials? the 
East _wind which represents. 
God’s judgements that will come 
upon us if we are not in his will, 
and the West wind which is 
symbolic of the mercy of God 
and his loving grace that will give 
us the victory.

On Monday evening Dec. 27 the 
inspirational Dr. Lovett 
delivered a truly spiritual 
awakening message. His message, 


“You cannot. make a fool of 
God” was taken from Galations 
6:7&8 which reads thus: “Be 
not deceived; God is not 
mocked: for whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap. 
For he that soweth to his flesh 
shall of the flesh reap 
corruption; but.he that soweth 
to the Spirit shall of the Spirit 
reap life everlasting”. 


In his message Dr. Lovett said 
that there are two types of fools, 
One who knows that he’s a fool; 
and one who doesn’t realize that 
he’s a. fool. He stated that a man 
expects to reap what he sows 
and. though there’s pleasure in 


sin, it lasts.only for a season. In 


the message he spoke about 
“gate trouble” - referring to 
those (not living up to God’s 
standards) who foolishly think

they’ll make it in through the 
gates of Heaven only to hear 
Jesus say, “depart from me”. 


Dr. Lovett said whether or not 
we succeed in deceiving our 
selves or someone else, we 
cannot deceive God. That 
whatever separates us from the 
umbilical cord of God is Sin. He 
gave some biblical examples of 
sowing and reaping concerning 
Adam and Eve sowing seeds of 
dis- obedience and reaping death 
in the end; Jacob who deceived 
his father in obtaining his 
brother’s birthright was in turn 
deceived by his (Jacob’s) sons 
about Joseph’s death (Joseph 
had been sold into slavery by his 
brothers instead). In his closing 
remarks he said if we sow 
righteous seeds, we shall reap 
spiritually. Also we should come 
to God out of love, and not out 
of fear. Following the message a 
precious soul was saved and 
voices of praise, thanks and joy 
filled the Lord’s sanctuary.
